The change from the old Central 
Opera House to the Lexington 
Avenue Ojiera House was one for 
the ta-tler, since it is mote centrally 
located and more easily reached 
than the Hall that was useil by the 
League for years, and which is now 
abandoned so far as entertainments 
and the like l'o.

Atlantic. The dirty brownish fogs 
that lie across Ihe hori/.on above 
Belle Isle are, of course, Ihe most 
treacherous enemy for the ocean 
liner. They conceal the other 

dangers, and the other dangers are 

neither few nor far apart. What 
with icebergs ranging in size from a 
few hundred f.-el in circumference 
to monsters nine miles in length 
(the exact dimension of one 

measured by the Newfoundland 

superintendent of fisheries), with 

naked rock walls rising vertically 

700 b-et out of the sea, with crum- 
bled ledges whose saw tooth etlge 
stands up in pinnacles or slopes 

down to a white-capped reef, ami 

with the Submerged shoals of the 

Sable and Magdalene Island 
districts, the pilot has as difficult a 

piece Of water to navigate as could 

be found. 

The perils of Nova Scolian waters 
can be and have been lessened. 

Lighthouses mark the most danger- 
ous points, and long ago a stop was 

put to the nefarious wink of Ihe 
wrecke s who piled successful de- 
predations, with Sable Island as a 
basis. Time was, within Ihe me- 
mory of navigators st ill living, when 
false lipids above (he sands of 
Sable Island lured passing ships lo

The switching crew of engine No. 
68, of the Merchants' Terminal 
road, composed of Foreman John 
A Wellington, of 818(5 North 
Fifteen street ; a switchman called 

"Feathers," Engineer Quintard 
and Fireman Gibhs, performed a 
most heroic act yesterday morning 

at Talcott and MoKissoek avenues, 
in saving a child's lite. While the 
engine, with a string of oars, was 
uoiuo. al full speed, Foreman 
Wnlfinaton and Switchman 
" Feathers' 1 picked up Gertie 
Valid, a deaf-mute, <i years "Id, 
living at 218 Talcott avenue, from 
the center of the tracks and carried 
her to safety. It was a daring act, 
as the men themselves would 
probably have, suffered the laic ol 
ihe child— death had they failed 
when they made the grab for her, 

as they were riding on the foot- 
le, ird of the engine. 

The occurrence was at 1 1 :30 
o'clock. Little Gertie, who is not 
only deaf and dumb, but slightly 
demented, wandered away from 
home, anil lo the railroads yards, 
unnoticed, lo play At the cross- 
ing there were several freight oar- 
standing on the tracks, and the 
child vvasrunnini: under and about 
them before any of the switchmen 
in the v ards saw In r. As she was 
picking up some cinders from 
between the rails of one of the 
tracks, engine No. 58, in charge of 
F.ngine«r Quintard and Fireman 
(iihhs. came alone, from the north. 
Foreman Wolfington and Switch 
man " Feat hers " we re on the run- 
nine; board. Both were talking 
about assigning the cars in the 
train to different tracks, when their 
attention was suddenly attracted 
by Kngineer Quintard blowing the 
whistle. They looked up at htm 
to see what vv.is wrong. His face 
was pale, while Fireman Gibbs" 
lace w.oe a similai expression, as 
he pulled away it Ihe bell cord. 

" Mv God ! Wolfing ton look at 
that child, She will be killed. I 

can't stop now. We are too 
close I" 

Wolfington and "Feathers" 
both looked ahead, and saw Gertie 
playing on the* track, she seemed 
unconcerned as 10 her fate, and 

was apparently paying no attention 

to the warnings of the train crew.

farther out "Feathers" reached.

Robert Wuuderlin, a pupil of the 
institution sine L896, and residing 
in this city, died at his home, Wed- 
nesday, of dipht heretic croup, aged 
10 years, U months, 13 days. He was 
a pupil of Mi-s Olivia Brunning's 
Class, who has nothing hui good to 
say of him in conduct and as a 
scholar. The boy complained ot a 
slight cold, Thursday of last week, 

and as was his custom to do on Fri- 
day evenings, went home with a 
brother and sister who also attend 
school here, to remain till Sunday 
morning. The latter reported Sun- 
day morning, that, her brother was 
sick in bed. .lust as school (dosed 
Wednesday afternoon, the news 
was brought that the boy had died. 
Miss Annie Stout, a graduate of 
this institution in the eighties, and 
living at Findlay, Ohio, died Thurs- 
day, January lllh, of quick con- 
sumption, after an illness of four 
weeks.
